ments of the world to make provision not for war but for the 
death of war.

This does not imply the league of nations ,as formulated by 


the world council at Versailles, will be perfect. It will be human, 
and therefore imperfect. 
But it will be a beginning, and we never before have begun. 
No matter how incomplete the first draft of this world alliance 


may be, no man who is not an enemy of the human race should 
utterly condemn and oppose it, but every man should do what he 
can to improve it. 
It is the first deliberate effort of the rulers of the earth to re- 


deem mankind from the curse of war. The cries of distracted 
Russia, of starving Serbia and Armenia and of wretched Germany 


" rise'up,to God in alunited appeal that war shall be no more. 
Prom innumerable homes in America, Great Britain, Prance 


and Italy is heard also tihe wail of "Bachel mourning for her chil- 
dren and refusing to be comforted, because they are not." 
Therefore every minister should preach the league of nations 


as zealously as any Turk ever proclaimed a holy war. 
Every Jewish Rabbi should advocate it because it stands for the 


realization ot those principles of benevolence which are the vital- 
ity and chs-pm of Ms ancient faith.

Certainly every Christian minister should be a flaming apostle 


' for this new covenartt for its very aim is to save that world for 


which tJhrist died.

It is the first act of statesmen ever based upon .as broad a 


foundation as Christian missions. 
And every mother should pray for it, that the mothers of the 


world may hereafter be spared the torture which the stupid am- 
bitions and governments of men have inflicted upon this genera-

A Cruel Joke. 


Perhaps the cruelest joke ever per- 


petrated, 'because it put so many in- 
nocent persons to expense and incon-

Hook 
and his friends devoted six weeks to 
preparing this elaborate and heart- 
less deceit. The chief victim was a 
Mrs. Totterham, who lived with a 
good deal of display at No. 54 Bern- 
ers. street, London, and was known 
to be a woman of wealth.

One 
of his most famous hoaxes was in 
connection with the Madison Square 
Garden horse show more than a de- 
cade ago. A few months 'before the 
event Mr. Hughes obtained a horse 
that had been honorably discharged 
from the service of the street car 
company and put i1. out to grass on 
his Long Island farm. The "bony, lazy, 
specimen speedily took on flesh and 
pep. Within a couple of weeks it 
could not have 'been told for the 
same animal. It was liberally fed and 
brushed and exercised until its silky 
coat, Blowing mane and tail evoked 
general admiration. Then it was en- 
tered in the horse show under the 
name

of "iPuldeka 


Orphan" (pulled a car often.) And

One hundred years ago a London 


dude named Hugh Paddington had a 
Hungarian miller grind the world's 
first white flour so that his bread 
would match the tablecloth.
